With it there is much
that is inspiring, much that is pathetic
and much that is revered. It is a cold
nature that could look today upon the
rapidly thinning lines of veterans of the
civil war as the venerable fighting men of|
another century marched over the streets
of Washington with no stiriirgs of patriotismat the visible reminder of the
cost of the Union, and no pity for the age
that has crept upon the vigor of its preservers.
The thin blue line that proceeded to Ar-

lington and other sleeping places of the :

soldier dead in this vicinity brought upon
the focus of memory views of the awful
harvest of death in the sixties and since.
the fearful price paid in human lives for
the inestimable boon of national indivisibility.
Half a million boys in blue were slain in

bat tie- or died of wounds, disease, or in t

prison. Since the close of the civil war
the deaths of veterans have passed the
ppailing total of more than 1.000,000.
many of them a« result of the rigors of j
service or wounds received on the firing
line. To be accurate, the number of,
deaths since The war has been 1,I05.."»4.

and Brown of Nebraska.while RepresentativeMiles Poindexter of Washingtonspoke at the exercises held by the

GENERAL HOLIDAY IN CITY

Services at Grant's Tomb.Sports
Take Prominent Part in AfternoonEvents.

NEW YORK, May HO..New York today
observed Memorial day not merely with
traditional ceremony, but with the unusualhonor of the presence in the city
of the President of the I'nited States to
review the parade of the veterans. Ideal
weather conditions prevailed. Enormous
crowds were drawn to the streets and
avenues through which marched the
rapidly thinning ranks of blue and a

great host massed about the stand at
Soldiers and Sailors' monument, where
President Taft watched the Grand Army
men and kindred organizations pass in
review.
As usual, the day was kept as a generalholiday, and after the morning's

impressive ceremonial was over the
city's throngs gave themselves up to recreationin the open. Sports played a

prominent part in the program of afternoonevents and crowds flocked to the
bfeaches and various pleasure resorts
about the suburbs.

Arrival of the President.
President Taft arrived early from Washingtonand was driven to the home of

his brother. Henry W. Taft, in West 4Sth
street. P.reakfast there was followed by
a meeting with the other members of
the reviewing party and a brief reception

The Parade.
A detachment of regular army men

headed the marchers, whose route was

shortened so that the aging veterans
would not be too greatly fatigued by their
tramp. Followed by sailors and marines
from the battleclrps Connecticut and
Rhode Island, the h?ad^of Use parade
moved up West Knd avenue to T5M" street
and into Riverside drive and on past
the star.d at the monument. The state
troops, including the 7th, 12th, 71st and
Cf»th Regiments, marched next, and then
came the veterans.
Cheer after cheer broke out as the old

soldiers assembled and wheeled into line,
and woke the echoes even after the tatteredbattle flags had passed and the
younger veterans of the Spanish war
and civic societies brought up the rear
of the marchers.

VICTIM OF ACCIDENT.

Man's Head Almost Severed by
Broken Glass.

man. They were unable to help him,
and. drenched by the blood which
poured from his terrible wounds, they
ran out into the street, where their
shrieks quickly brought together a
large crowd. Kaddatz was dead, however,before assistance could reach him.

POISON PLACED IN COFFEE

Declares She Was Sorry Afterward,

But Feared to Give Warning
to Family.

Nellie Clarkson, the tall, phlegmatic
colored woman who is under arrest at
ilie house of detention, admitted to DetectiveCorn well yesterday afternoon that
she had put rough-on-rats in a canister
of coffee in the kitchen of the house of
Mrs. Florence D. Barrow of 5 Dupont
circle. Tt was this poison which made
Mrs. Barrow and her two daughters, Miss
Mary E. Barrow and Miss Florence D.
Barrow, seriously ill Saturday immediatelyaft^r breakfast.
The Clarkson woman made her admissionin a most matter-of-fact and casual

manner after she had been subjected to a

long examination by Detective Cornwell.
She seemed to Dave no realizing' sense 01

the extreme gravity of her offense or of
the severe punishment which is provided ]
for it by the penal code of the District,
She told her story in an easy, conversa-
tlonal tone without betraying any evi- '

dences of emotional feeling.
Accused of Thefts.

She declared that she had left the Barrowhousehold Monday last after havingset ved there as cook since last October.with the exception of an interludeof several1 weeks when she was visitingher brother in Virginia.
"They always accused me of taking

things." she said to the detective. "I
didn't take no things. I kept a-tellin' 'em
that, but they kept a-pesterin' me about
it. They said I'd taken furs. I told 'em
I ain't seen no furs. Then they kep'
sendin' me notes written like as if they
had been written by some detective or
other and warnin' me to return that stuff.
The butler'd always bring 'em to me.
sayin' they'd been left at the front door,
but they couldn't fool mc. I could see
there wasn't no stamps on em.
"Finally they sent me away. They gave

me a check for $13 and then called up the
bank and told em not to cash it. 1 got I
mad and came back Friday night to find
out about what the trouble was. Miss
Mary tol' me to go down to the kitchen, j
1 went down there and me and her had
some words. She kep* talkin' 'bout them j
things what they said I'd taken, and 1 jes' i

naturally got mad.

Locked Door Behind Her.
"Finally she said she wasn't goin' to

talk to me no more and went upstairs |
where the folks was eatin' dinner. I i
guess she was afraid I was goin' to j
follow her upstairs, cause she locks the |
door at the top. 1 could hear the key
a-turnin', and when I heard it I grot
right-down mad. L can't exactly tell
now why I did it. hut I went over and
looked up that box of rough-on-rats
and dumped it in that coffee can. I
walked right out and went to where
1 was a-livin'. When I got home I felt
sort of sorry for what I'd done, but it
was too late then."

'Why didn't you go bark there and
tell the Barrows what you had done
or warn them some way?" asked DetectiveCornwell.

"I was afraid to do it," replied the
woman. "I was afraid somethin' would
happen to mc."
The Clarkson woman was taken to policeheadquarters this morning, and was

measured and photographed. Later she
was taken to Police Court, where she
was arraigned on a formal charge of attemptedmurder. Because of the illness
of the principal witnesses she was remandedwithout hail for a hearing later
in the week.
Mrs. Barrows and her daughter Florenceare still ill as a result of their experience.Miss Mary Barrows has almostentirely recovered from the effects

of the poison. Mrs. Barrows discussed
the episode at length this morning.

Dozens of Things Missed.
"That woman was a very oily, smoothspokenperson." said she. "She was a

splendid servant and an admirable cook,
but I am convinced that she was dishonest.We missed dozens of things,
and from our knowledge of conditions in
the household we knew that she must
have taken them, but she always denied
her guilt. After I had given her that
check and sent her away I decided that
1 had done a foolish thing in paying her,
and I ordered payment stopped, but the f
bank people misunderstood me, because
the check went through.
"The woman had cashed it at some

business place. When she came back on

Friday and began to remonstrate with
my youngest daughter we were at dinner.My daughter told her that If she
paid back the amount of the check to
the bank we would not prosecute her for
stealing all the things which we had
missed, but that If she refused to do
this we would most certainly bring pro- j
ceedings against her. This angered her,
and she began to use disagreeable language.My daughter told her to leave
the house and came upstairs, locking the
door at the top of the stairway to make
sure that the woman would not follow
her.
"She was left alone in the kitchen for

a very' little while. I do not believe that
she was there for more than five minutes,
but in that time she put the poison in
the coffee. We never*suspected anything
of the sort until we were taken ill, the
next morning at breakfast. Then a close !

inspection of the pulverized coffee in the
can revealed the presence of a line j
white powder mixed up with it.

Former Suspicious Illnesses.
"There was no altercation between my

daughter and the woman, as has been
stated. My daughter left her when she
observed that the woman was in an ugly
mood and came upstairs.
"We are beginning to consider certain

inexplicable Illnesses which we experiencedon several occasions In the last few
months and we have practically decided
that this woman has tried to poison us

before."
The Barrows are members of a well

known Richmond family. They have lived
on Dupont Circle for a little more than a

year.
The canister of coffee has been turned

over to Prof. Lynch, the health departmentchemist, who has already reported
the finding of arsenic in it. He will make
a further examination and will present a

report later in the week.

MURDER IS POLICE THEORY

Left Home for Church on Morning
of December 8 andMysteriouslyDisappeared.

LOUISVILLE. Ky. May 30..A badlj
decomposed body, identilied as that oi
Alma Kellner, the elglit-year-old girl
t\ho mysteriously disappeared from liei
home last December, was found toda>
In a sub-basement of St. John's School
at Clay and Walnut streets. The bodj
was lying in three feet of water.
The body was positively identified as

that of Alma Kellner by ~ber uncle,
Frank Fehr, a millionaire brewer ol
Louisville.

Wrapped in Old Carpet.
The condition of tiie corpse indicated

that it had been in the hiding place for
several months and that a crude attemptto bury it had been made. The
discovery was made shortly before ltl
o'clock this morning, and Chief Lindsey,
who hurried to the scene in an automobile,said he had no doubt that it
was the body of the missing child.
The decaying torso.for a leg was

missing.was wrapped in a piece of old
corpet. The missing leg was found in
another part of the cellar, the foot
bearing the shoe. This latter feature
is puzzling the police.
Tne scene of the gruesome find is

only five blocks from the Kellner home,
which is on Broadway near Jackson.
Alma Kellner disappeared December 8,

and from that time until the body wat
found the case has been a mystery. Sh^
left her home on the morninc in nn«i.

tlon to attend a service at St. John's
Church, and the last seen of her was
when she waved good-bye to her mother
in front of the residence. The search foi
the missing girl extended all over the
United States.

Murder Theory Advanced.
The body was found by a plumber, who

had been sent into the cellar to stop a

leak in a water pipe, which had flooded
the basement. Chief of Police Lindsay
and Coroner Ellis Duncan, who cam?
hurriedly to the scene, announced that
the bcdy was that of Alma Kellmr, and
the chief later gave it out that he believedit to be a case of murder. One
hundred children convened in several
rooms of the first and second floors were
hurriedly dismissed from their classes
and sent home when the tind was reportedto those in charge of the school.
The leak in the water pipe, the cause

of which has not yet been learned, had
caused water to flow until the floor was
covered to a depth of about three feet.
Lamps were quickly brought and the relativesof the child summoned.

It was to attend services at St. John's
Church on the morning of December H
last that Alma left home about 8:4a
o'clock. She was seen a few moments
later, as she neared the church, by a
druggist who noticed her stopping for a
moment to play with a cat which was
sitting in the window of the store.
The druggist was the last known parsonto see the child alive.

There was considerablediscussion today of the proposed
investigation, and the opinion was ex'pressed generally that the resolution
should be broadened.

whether the situation warranted an inquiryand then referred to the committeeon contingent expenses for an estimateof the cost and an authorizationfor the expenditure.

fall.

Superannuated Clerks the Sufferers
in Consequence. ^

MORE DISMISSALS LIKELY

Post Office Department Official Says
That He Expects Some Sad Scenes

in His Department.

recently printed in The Star, that selfishness.and I might also add greed, on tlm
part of departmental employe* In the
matter of retirement for superannuation,
more than anything else ha* delayed actionby Congress oti this matter," said ai
prominent member of the House committeeon civil service reform today." hit*
the nail on the head. "I do not
mean hy that." he said, "that the selfishnessand greed is with the unfortunate
clerks who are soon likely to lose their
positions. Hut there arc a lot of sclfconstitutedpoliticians and street corner
debaters who are seeking to gain somethingfor themselves at this time when
public sympathy is aroused at the conditionsof the unfortunate old tlerk* wh<»
have received notice that they will not
be needed after July 1. The question o"
an increase of pay for the clerks !.i»
general is one thing, and a provision
to keep from the poorhouse those who
seem to have no other fate in store for
them at this time Is another. They
should not he permitted to become entangledeach with the other."

Mr. Gillett's Belief.
Representative Gillett of Massachusetts,

the author of the Gillett retirement bill,
is reported to have said in a recent Interviewthat he is r.ot committed to any
plan, but that he believes in the idea of
making the beginning, as an experiment.
with the departmental clerks in Washingtonand securing for them the best
that can be obtained. After that is dona
It "will not be so difficult to extend the
provisions for the relief of the superannuatedto those in the service outside
the IMstrict of Columbia. He also feels,
it is said, that a conflict of opinion betweenthe clerks themselves as to the
plan of retirement Is not a good thing
for the measure at this time. Congress
does not propose to be dictated to upon
the subject. It has already made extensiveinquiries, not only in this country.hut beyond the seas, to get the
necessary information to enable it to act
intelligently upon the subject.
"The great thing." %ald a member wh'»

favors the contributory plan, "is to get
6ome action nQw that will relieve the
poor souls who will be out of their positions.many of them with no future prospectswhatever, within about thirty days.
They are the ones that should be considerednow," ho said, "because they are
just as much entitled to the relief as any
in the departments, and their need of it
is more urgent than all the rest." Words
of sympathy or the most liberal measure
imaginable six months hence, it is declared,will not help these people to faca
the hopeless life that lies before them
now and in the interim.

sprung up among the clerks themselves
who have been active in the movement
to secure a superannuation retirement
measure. For some time past they have
been almost hopelessly divided as to the
better plan, a straight pension or the
contributory plan. They have warred
upon each other, it is claimed, instead of
unltng to secure congressional action
for the adoption of some plan, leaving
Congress to determine from the data
submitted to it what is the most practicableat this time."

More Dismissals Expected.
A prominent official in the Post Office

Department said to a Star reporter today
he felt certain that in this department

"These men who are wrangling over

details," he said, "are themselves comfortablyensconced in government positions.They want more salary, and
perhaps they should have it; but the
vital thing is to care for the unfortunateswhose hour of need is with them
now. I don't wish to deny any man
the right to his opinion," he continued,
"but I do think common humanltv
should suppress seltishness and greed
at tliis time, and every effort should be
pxerted for those who must get the!'reliefnow if they ever get it at all.
When a man is drowning it is no time
to discuss how best to save him: the
proper thing is to make the most of the
facilities right at hand. That's the
oroDosition now with these old clerks.'*
